Here are two simple
homemade spreads that will be a
credit to any jelly shelf:

RIPE PEACH JAM
315 cups prepared. fruit
7% cups sugar

1 bottle fruit pectin

To prepare fruit, peel and pit or
eors about 2% pounds fully ripe
fruit.”
